VITAL LESSONS 


Saves Verdun, but Shows 
Need of Reserves and 
Training. 


BY COL. HENRY J. REILLY. 
{TWENTY-SECOND ARTICLE.) 
After the battle of Verdun had been 
Soing on for something over four 
months, the British north of the Somme 
ind the French south of it started a 
Feneral attack on July 1, 1916, which 
was the pemains of the battle of the 


Somme. 
hie objects of this attack were, first, 


le prevent the Germans from sending 
_ froops from this region to assist in the 
' battle of Verdun, and second, to bring 
tuch pressure to bear that the enemy 
would have to bring troops and guns 
from Verdun to this region to stop the 
bilied advance, and third, to break the 
bnemy’s line, thus forcing him to aban- 
fion his position in France.. 

The British at this time occupied a 
total front in France of ninety miles. 
The last week of June they heavily 
bombarded all of the enemy line along 
the whole of this ninety miles of front 
with the object of confusing him as 
ie where the attack would take place. 
At 7:30 the morning of July 1 the 
British infantry assaulted along twenty 
Miles of their front, while the French 
Attacked to their south. The British 
attacked with five army corps and the 
French with two. The battle which 
followed and which lasted until the mid- 
fle of November Kad three distinct 


phases. 


Three Phases of Battle. 
' The first phase lasted through the first 
two weeks of July. The first day of the 
tesault the British infantry only suo- 
beeded in advancing along a total of 


about seven miles of the twenty-mile 


front. This success was practically en- 
‘rely on the right, where the troops 
tonsisted of th ereguiar army. 

A number of factors combined to make 
“ap this failure to progress on the greater 
part of the line. There can be no dotbt 

s to the gallantry of the assaulting 
i'roops. However, it has been pretty well 
‘Stablished that the artillery prepara- 
ton was not thorough enough. In other 
words, the artillery, due to its compara- 
lively recent organization, was not ex- 
‘ert enough to fire with the accuracy 
.ecessary thoroughly to smash the Ger- 
man trenches, machine 
ments, trench mortars, and artillery. 
Thus the infantry had to face a task 
which even veteran infantry might not 
have accomplished.’ Also the latest 
methods of infantry attack had not been 
sufficiently well worked out, and, as is 
inevitable in a newly raised force, the 
LoGrdination between the different-units

was not as thorough as it might -have 


seen. It is worthy of note that the bet- 
fer trained and more highly disciplined 
vegulars succeeded. 
Second Great Attack. 
However, the 14th of July a very care- 
fully planned and well executed attack 


_ fesulted in the capture of the enemy’s 


second line along a front of three miles. 
The second phase showed that the battle 
had narrowed down to a struggle for 
+n@ Thiepval-Longueval ridg.e. This 
phase began July 18 and ended Sept. 9, 
by which time the main enemy positions 
along the ridge had been captured, with 
the result that the creat remained in 
Gritish hands with the exception of that 
part of it immediately back of Thiepval, 
the strongly fortified village at the func- 
tion of the old German line and the new 
line. 

Between the second and the third 
phase was a period in which various 
enemy positions which had managed to 
successfully resist were taken one after 
another. In the meanwhile the French 


had successfully advanced south of the} 


Somme to a position just west of 
whauines, at the southern extremity of 
their new line, and just west of Peronne, 
dn the Somme. A smal! part of their 
fine was north of the Somme when the 
battle began. The British advance being 
Mm a northeasterly direction, their right 
gank got farther and farther from the 
Somme. As this occurred the French 
Alled in the gap, so that finally they 
were occupying a front of about seven 
miles north of the river.

number of other villages opposite the 
center of and to the north of the Thiep- 
val-Longueval ridge. Little was done 
in October, primarily because of bad 
weather. 

The first part of November the Brit- 
ish successfully advanced a short dis- 
tance on both sides of thé Ancre. This 
final assault ended the battle of the 
Somme. 

There can be no doubt that tt accom- 
plished its two purposes of preventing 
the enemy from sending troops and 
guns to Verdun on the one hand and 
compelling him to bring them from that | 
point on the other, as it is a well known 
fact that the enemy’s forces were much 
more numerous in the Somme region in 
November when the battle ended tas 
they were in July when it began. 

For this reason this battle must be 
considered as part of the successful de- 
fense of Verdun. It did not break the 
enemy line, however. The two impor- 
tant points taught us by this battle are, 
first, that bravery, enthusiasm, and de- 
termination cannot replace long, care- 
ful, training, and second, that the con- 
tinuation of a modern fight demands a 
large number of reservists to make good 
casualties. The British casualties dur- 
ing this battle were over 800,000.

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‘An Invoice of the Summer Shows | 
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By Percy Hammond 
(PPVHIS may be as good a time as any other to line up the summer pleys, 
assigning to each a paragraph of report and reckdning, aimed to inform | 
rather than to advise. ee | 

The professional theater-goer is asked many times daily * What's the 
best show in town?” and if he is a wise man, as usually he ig, he replies, 
“ Bless you, I don’t know.” In case he is facetious as well as astute he may 
answer by propounding to his questioner problems of similar simplicity. Aa, 
“ What is the most beautiful flower?” or “Which is the braver, the fireman 
or the soldier?” “ Are blondes prettier than brunes?” “Is Scotch better than 
Bourbon?” or “Is Robert Chambers greater than Gouverneur Morris?” | 


| If @ florist were to tell you that roses are lovelier than vicléts and were. 
to show you a specimen of each, you would not necessarily agree with him, 
although you might admit his position as an expert. The shrewd flowéer-man 
will say that roses are red and violets blue, and that what suits him may not 
suit you. All play-goers are critics. They know what they like, be it “ Justice” 
or vaudeville; and God love ‘em they can like it so far as this column is con- 
cerned. I wouldn’t quarrel with a man about the theater, even if he liked 
“The Knife.” r ey 7 | 

There are six dramas of one sort and another within the Loop, or at least 
there were six last night. At that time one or two of them seemed a trifle 
gtoggy, and ere these remarks are read, ruminated upon, and filed carefully 
away, some of them may have mounted the black camel, to begin the brief 
journey to the asphodels. It will be a lusty entertainment that lives to pay 
the war tax this summer. Which melancholy observation is not at all an 
inferential preface to remarks about— a 


“Dollars and Sense”—This is at the Garrick and it is the product of the 
adagial and axiomatic Mr. Alan Brooks, from whose every pore oozes the 
juicy apothegm. Give Mr. Brooks such a statement as “ The score was 4 to 0” 
or “ Monday will be tomorrow” and he will give it back to you an aphoriem, 
dictum, byword, motto, precept, truism, proverb, epigram, paradox, saw, say 
ing, or what you like. He is a sort of Antoinette Donnelly of conversation; 
he can take a gaunt, angular, flat-chested, sallow statement of fact or semil- 
fact, and with some rouge and long walks make it dimpled and rosy. He has 
a vast store of lip creams and developers, and once he gets a plain remark 
into his cabinet he will send it forth as voluptuous as Julian Eltinge. f 

‘The story of “ Dollars and Sense,” which skips irresolutely in and out 
when Mr. Brooks is not operating, is a strange and hydrophobic fable. It 
seems to be about a rich, noble, and chatty young debauchee who supervises 
from a rostrum all the rabid events that are kriown to melodrama, commenting 
upon them wittily. These incidents come and 7o as aimlessly as the winds, 
and try, as I did, to get the gist of the thing, I could not. “ Dollars and Sense” 
is up to you, reader. If you want to lard your lean small talk with the meaty 


| maxim, take your stenographer to “ Dollars and Sense” and come away with 


a notebook full of wit. “Dollars and Sense” was a sensation in Washing-

Miss McComas is good evidence in Arnold Bennett's con- 
tention that it is easier to write a play than it is a novel. In a book, said 
Mr. Bennett, the author himself must endow his heroine with her fascinating 
attributes. He must give her the beauty and charm necessary to captivate 
the reader, devoting to the creation many pages of analysis and description. 


| The dramatist’s task is simpler. He merely writes, “ Enter Millicent” and ac- 


tresses like Miss McComas do the rest. The electric sign at the Cort calls 
it “ Belasco’s ‘Seven Chances,’” but Roi Cooper Megrue wrote it. 


“Turn to the Right ”—A nifty and salubrious sermon upon the topic that — 
while the light holds out to burn, the vilest sinner may return. Recent events 
at Joliet may make you dubious, but here we have the real, criminal patriciate.

“The Show of Wonders”—A numerous congeries of the knees, thighs, 
flanks, hips, et cetera, of many good-looking girls who have nothing better 
to do.
